Apologlizes for Crime Report 


By MAX MILLARD 


SAN FRANCISCO - In a much- 
awaited meeting with Asian commu- 
nity leaders this week，California 
Attorney General John Van de 
Kamp apologized for his handling 
of the annual report on organized 
crime issued by his office July 8. 

The report，which stressed that 
Asian gangs are the state's greatest 
threat to public safety， was 
denounced by representatives of 
9FSs major Asian ethnic communi- 
ties (EL 了 7/23).， According to those 
who attended the private meeting 
with the Attorney General July 28， 
Van de Kamp went a long way 
toward redeeming his former repu- 
tation as 3a Sensitive and concerned 
upholder of Asian American rights. 

Ron Wakabayashi，national execu- 
tive director of the Japanese Ameri- 
can Citizens League，described the 
hour-long meeting as "refreshing 
and productive. He agreed 
that the presentation of the report 
could have been done in a much 
more Positive way. It could have 
been organized to _ differentiate 
between organized crime in the 
large sense，and Small street gangs. 
They dont really mean the same 
thing. 


SOLUTIONS 


Van de 天 amp expressed that 
future gang reports should put more 
emphasis on solutions，Ssaid Waka- 
bayashi. ”That way they would 
have a much more productive kind 
of outcome." 

However，as Mike Wong oft Asian 
Law Caucus pointed out，"He still 
stands behind the report.

would advise him on how to deal 
with Asian American concerns. 

Although he stopped short of 
making an outright Promise to 
create Such a task force，he did 
oftfer to set up an organizational 
meeting between his chief assistant 
attorney Barbara Johnson and AsSian 
leaders from around the state. -

“The meeting will probably take 
place in_ about two months,” said 
Vuong.， "The task force would dis- 
cusS issues Telated to Asian Ameri- 
cans，both as victims and _ criminals.

other law enforcement agencies，are 
very unfamiliar with the cultural 
context of how to deal with South- 
east Asians." 

Henry Der，executive director of 
Chbinese for Affirmative Action 
(CAA) and chief organizer of the 
July 28 meeting，said Van de Kamp 
"wholeheartedly accepted the recom- 
mendation of creating an Asian 
task force but emphasized the 
importance of such a group produc- 
ing an erd product."” He praised the 
choice of Barbara Johnson as 
intermediary.。 "She makes things 
happen in the Attorney Generals 
office,”he said. 

"TIo me，whats most important 
about the meeting is，we did reach

SAN FRANCISCO - Secretary of 
state March Fong Eu has officially 
ljaunched her circulation drive to 
collect 595,485 Signatures to qualify 
her "Dimes Against Crimes” initiative 
for the June 1988 ballot. 

She also confirmed during a press 
conference on the steps of SF City 
Hall that She is temporarily Sus- 
pending her run for the US Senate 
t0 concentrate on the ballot mea- 
Sure.

The higher excise tax would Pro- 
duce ,a net increase in state Sales 
tax Tevenues by about $3 million 
and about $2 million in local Sales 
tax TevenueS. The additional reve- 
nues would be available for local 
law enforcement purpases only. 

Eu apparently decided to Start 
the initiative after an attack by an 
intruder in her Los Angeles home. 


Matsui Drops Out 
Of US Senate Race， 
But May Run in 1990 


WA3SHINGTON - US Represent- 
ative Bob Matsui (D-Sacramento) 
last week bowed out of the race 
for the 1988 US Senate Seat now 
held by Republican Pete Wilson. 

Matsui cited his underdog posi-

Gough St， (at Geary)，starting at 7 
pm,， Among the hosts are the 
Asian-American Youth ， Services 
Coalition，the _ Center for Southeast 
Asian Refugee Resettlement，and 
the Vietnamese Youth Development 
Center. 

Virtually all parties _ involved in 
this Summers hearings，including 
the _ Juvenile Probation Department， 
agree that two improvements are 
vitally needed to help Asian juve- 
niles Steer away from crime -- more 
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bilingual probation oftficers and a 
nelghborhood eenter for them in 
Chinatown. 

"We especially need a Vietnamese- 
speaking probation officer” said 
Morgan Hom，a 26-year veteran of 
Juvenile Hall， Out of the citys 83 
juvenile probation officers， only 
four，including Hom，are bilingual 
in any Asian language. 


JEFEFERSON REPORT 


In a recent $380,000 study known 
as the Jefferson Report， funded by 
the city，$% of the juvenile offend- 
erIS Were identified as Chinese，2920 
as Vietnamese，29% as Filipino，29%2 
as Samoan，and 32%2 as "other”not 
including whbite，black or Latino.

In August，Sandoval -will be 
attending a National AIDS Minority 
Convention which will hopefully 
clarify the entire third world 
problem. 

In the Chinese community，San- 
doval observes a Sense of paranoia， 
Iesulting in often wild beliefs， Also，, 
according to Sandoval，some Chinese 
believe that "something in their 
immune system or in the fiber of 
Trice prevents contraction of AIDS. 

9andoval sees 3a danger in such 
beliefs that they lead to continuing 
Iisky being continued risk activities 
and not paying _ attention to safe 
Sex methods. 


ASIANS WITH AIDS 


Often for Asians with AIDS，the 
WoOISt aspect of contracting the 
Virus，according to Sandoval "is the 
fear of discovery，because when the 
infliction is revealed，the cultural 
taboos would make the individual 
an outsider." 

Sandoval believes the fear is 
especially Strong for Asians who 
hide their homosexuality。 He has 
noticed it` among Asian clients of 
Shanti， “IThey worked as Profes- 
sionals，lived with their families， 
and occasionally went to 3a gay bar 
00 3a Weekend.… 

A Japanese American man with 
AIDS，who uses the Shanti services 
did not have this fear，because he 
Was Openly gay，He agreed to a 
phone interview， but requested 
anonymity and Said he was "embar- 
assed'" by the interview. 

"Dale"” (the name he went by) 
agreed to the interview only 
"because I am extremely thankful 
for Shantis Services”
